That is the truth, but the 
truth is unwelcome at all times, 
and ecrpecially at election time. 
Many observers, Here and in 
America. have seen this col- 
lapse coming for months, and 
warned against it. Now that it 
has taken place, it is evident 
that while the Government ne- 
ver had a policy to match the 
occasion, the Opposition was 
equally bare of ideas. This is 
not to say that a Covernment 
headed by Mr. Churchill would 
have been equally heipless in 
recent months; it would in all 
probebility have saved Aba- 
dan — but at the cost of mili- 
tary intervention. And that 
might have been worse, al- 
though the Labour Party pro- 
pagandists talk nonsense when 
they tell voters that interven- 
tion ir Persia would have en- 
dangered world peace. The fact 
remains that for the first time 
since 1945 it would have pro- 
cuced an open clash between 
the British Government and an 
Asian nationalist movement. 
Mr. Attlee’s Government can at 
least take credit for having 
avoided that. 


Body Blow to Prestige 

But at what price! Not only 
has {500 million worth of Bri- 
tish property been surrendered, 
not only has $350 million worth 
of annual oi] imports been add- 
ed to Britain's trade deficit, but 
the prestige of British diplo- 
macy has suffered a blow from 
which, in the words of “The 
Times’” Washington correspon- 
dent, it will not recover in « 
long time. By expelling the Bri- 
tish from Persia between two 
fainting fits, Dr. Mossadeq not 
merely undermined their al- 
ready shaky position in Egypt, 
but made sure that Washing- 
ton would henceforth treat all 
British advice on Middle East- 
ern guestions with the greatest 
scepticism. The full gravity of 
this fact is appreciated by only 
a few people. The public na- 
turally regards the whole thing 
cither as evidence of the Labour 
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instinct t@ try to break throug! 
the 50-yeag old tangle construct- 
ed by the Foreign Office and 
the Anglo-Iranian, but it requir- 
ed courage and expert know- 
ledge. The Government showed 
neither. Mr. Churchill, of course, 
would have taken the bull by 
the horns and sent troops, brav- 
ing American indignation, con- 
fident that in the end the Amer- 
cans would come round — as 
they did in 1944, when he in- 
tervened in Greece against their 
advice. That, too, might have 
worked. The Government 
urgee on by the Foreign Office, 
the British Ambassador in Te- 
hberan, and “The Times” — tried 
a middie line compounded of 
biuff and appeasement. and 
faille’. There was a touch of 
Munich about it, a reminder 
that someone once called Mr. 
Attlee “the Chamberlain of the 
Left.” What was it that Mr. 
Churchill said after a recent de- 
bate in which the Prime Minister 
had sharply attacked him’? “A 
creditable performance, but it 
was rether like being savaged 
by one’s own pet lam», don't 
you think?” After October 25, 
Dr. Mossadeq — and Salah e- 
Din, too—may be up agaist a 
different opponent.

In Lender's first tussle with 
the violent colours of the 
Negev, the odds remain in 
favour of Elath’s turbulent 
mountains.

der has failed to arrange his 
bright patches of colour with 
sufficient cohesion.

One suggested method of 
collection of tins would ve 
that each time a purchaser 
buys tinned foods, a tin be 
returned as is the case with 
bottles and tubes. 

It seerms that in this time of 
crisis an effort should be 
made in this direction.
